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The author offers a new perspective on the fundamental question of the Bulgarian ethno- 
genesis. Bulgarians and Khazars came from East Turkestan, a region of Turpan- 
Urumai-Hami; and their earliest traceable origin is Tocharian. Living in the Sarmatian 
environment, they gradually acquired Iranian languages. In the I century AD they had 
already moved in the Caucasus and came in the academic focus of historical analysts 
(Movses Khorenatsi). 
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1. The migration of Vund's Bulgarians in Armenia 


In the modern historical science, the idea that the Ancient Bulgarians, or Proto- 
Bulgarians originated from Proto-Turkic (Ogurs) tribes has been widely 
acknowledged. They appeared in Eastern Europe with the Huns of Attila. Hun- 
garian scholars (Wilhelm Tomaschek, Armin Vambery, Gyula Nemeth, etc.) 
firmly linked the other name used to refer to the Bulgarian tribes, namely Uno- 
gundurs with the name of the Unogur people and thus with the Huns, of course. 

That was how the equation Unogundurs = Unogurs was forged, later to be- 
come the basis of the theory that the language the Proto-Bulgarians spoke was 
the Ogurs language, from which the ancient Hungarians borrowed about 500 
words because they lived in two neighboring regions, in close proximity to one 
another. The only heir of this Bulgarian-Ogurs language which has survived to 
present day is the Chuvash language, commonly acknowledged as the heir of 
the language of the Volga Bulgarians. 

In his History of Armenia, written in the 5th century AD, Movses Khorenatsi 
wrote that some Bulgarians, led by their chief leader named Vund, settled in 
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Armenia during the reign of the first representative of the Arsacid dynasty on 
the Armenian throne, namely the mythical ruler called Valarshak (Vaghaeshak). 

According to Khorenatsi, Valarshak lived in the 2nd century BC. The actual 
wording of the written record of this event in the Armenian language is as fol- 
lows: Unptynnip Fniqywpwy Iynpuy (Vehandur Bughkaray Vnday). Due to the fact 
that in modern Armenian the letter n is pronounced /gh/, the transcription of 
/vghundurs/ became widely accepted by scholars. This leads to the conclusion 
that /vghundurs/ is a direct Armenian analogue of the well-established term of 
/unugurs/ or /unogurs/. 

The historical dating of the time when Vund appeared, proposed by Moses 
Khorenatsi "during the reign of the first ruler of the Arsacid dynasty on the Ar- 
menian throne" was found to be an anachronism but the event was associated 
with the appearance of the Unogurs in the steppes north of the Caucasus, which 
occurred later than 460 AD. 

Analyzing the text, the Bulgarian expert in Armenian language and Arme- 
nian palaeography, Associate Professor Petar Goliyski came to a very important 
conclusion: The transcription of /vghundur/ is incorrect because in the 5th cen- 
tury AD, the letter n was pronounces as /Ih/ but not /gh/. That phonetic transition 
took place much later the development of the Armenian language, not before the 
X, XI century AD. Therefore, the expression: Uyjptnnip FEninywpuy Iypwy 
should be read as / VIhandur Bulhkaray Vnday/. This can be clearly evidenced 
in the Armenian word for Bulgarians, “Pninywpuy": the letter n represents the 
sound // or /lh/ because otherwise there would be an awkward and senseless 
accumulation of two consonants y - /gh/ and  - /kl/. In the modern spelling of 
the word Bulgarians “Pnijnuip”, there is a change related to the phonetic transi- 
tion, so the letter | //yun/ represents the sound "/" and n /had/has already started 
to represent the /gh/sound. 

The Bulgarian ethnonym is mentioned in History of the Country of Aluank by 
Movses Kalankatuatsi, as the name of a people and the name of a district located 
in the region of ancient day Armenia - Fnyfuwp /Bulkhar/, written with an 1 -/// 
and a ju /ie/. Due to these different stages of spelling development, as well as the 
phonetic changes that occurred in the X and XI centuries AD, P. Goliyski believes 
that the most ancient written form of the ethnonym for “Bulgarian” was 
Pninywp /Bulkar/, while a later one was Pniyjuwp /Bulkhar/, and the latest, 
written with the letters | /yun/and n /had/ (pronounced as/gh/today) is Pnyjyjwp 
/Bulghar/.1 

P. Goliyski notices another important feature. In later transcripts of the Ar- 
menian geography book entitled Ashharatsuits information about four other Bul- 
garian tribes was included. The name of the second one, Nnfutinnp Fyywp 
Olkhntor-Blkar-aliens (Olhkhntor-Blkar) contains a synonymous form of the name 
used by Movses Khorenatsi, i.e. Gyptynin (Vihandur). The explanation sug- 
gested by Kerope Patkanyan (the translator of Ashkharatsuits into Russian), was

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that according to modern transcription, /oghkhntor/ should be pronounced as a 
variant of /woghkhntor or uoghkhntor/, which is the corresponding Bulgarian 
name of Unogundurs (Obvvoyovvéovpot, Ovvoyovvéovpo1). Patkanyan logi- 
cally connected them with the Bulgarians, mentioned by Movses Khorenatsi, be- 
cause at that time they were the tribes that had newly appeared in Armenia and 
were, therefore, logically defined as "aliens". 

However, according to P. Goliyski, the pronunciation of /woghkhntor/; 
/uoghkhntor/ is incorrect, as there is a meaningless accumulation of consonants 
/gh/; /kh/. This clearly shows that the letter n here again stands for the sound /h/, 
i.e. should be read /olhkhntor/; /ulhkhntor/. When at the beginning of the word, 
the letter N /o/ or /wo/; /uo/ started to be pronounced as /o/ only in the late X 
century AD and first appeared in a text dating back to 1007 AD, as before that it 
was pronounced /wo/; /u/". So, we find justification in the record of Movses 
Khorenatsi. Later anonymous authors used the name of /wolhkhntor/ or 
/uolhkhntor/, which is close enough to /ulhandur/” 

The logical explanation that can be given is that /(u)olkhntor/, or in Western 
Armenian /(u)olkhndor/ is another form of the first mention of the Bulgarians by 
Movses Khorenatsi as /Vihandur/ Unptunnip Rninywpw Anpuwy (Vihondur 
Bulhkaray Vnday) or "the /Vlandurs/ of the Bulgarian Vund". The author of this 
passage in Ashgaratsuits had in mind exactly the Bulgarians of the ruler Vund 
who moved to Armenia, and therefore added the explanation of "aliens / mi- 
grants". So, there can be no question of any "vhunduri" / "unogunduri" / "uno- 
guri". 

Movses Khorenatsi describes Vund's appearance in Armenia as follows: "He 
(King Valarshak) summoned the wild tribes who had settled to live in the north- 
ern plain and at the foot of the great Caucasus Mountains, in the valleys, in the 
long and deep mountain gorges stretching to the southern slopes of the moun- 
tain and the wide opening to the plain, and then urged them to abandon their 
custom of occupying in robbery and kidnapping, to accept to obey his royal law, 
and to start paying taxes. On his next visit, he appointed chief leaders and com- 
manders to establish and keep the state order. He sent them smart men and su- 
pervisors. After establishing order to the inhabitants of the western regions (of 
his kingdom), he descended to the green meadows near Shar (Sirakena) district, 
which the ancient people called "the deforested" (barren, devoid of forests) or 
Upper Basean, which the new settlers, the Vlandurs’ of the "Bulkar" Vund (the 
/olandures/ of the Bulgarian Vund) later occupied, and which began to be called 
Vanand, named after him. To this day, the villages there bear names derived 
from the names of his brothers and descendants”.* The historic Vanad region 
was located around the modern-day city of Kars, situated in northeastern Tur- 
key.

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Another Armenian author, Stepanos Orbelyan, visited the gavar (district) of 
Balk Puy in Syunik region of Armenia. In the thirteenth century AD, it was di- 
vided into two "gavars" (districts) Balk and Kashunik. There was a village of 
Vanand in Kashunik. There was also the village of Vanand in the neighboring 
gavar of Golhtn (Gohtn) Gnnpt. To this day, in the Nakhichevan region (Or- 
dubad region), which was part of the Syunik Armenian principality, there has 
been a small river, a tributary of the river Araks named Vanand-chay, as well as 
two villages Vanandli and Vanand! It is obvious that the names of "Balk" and 
"Vanand" have been passed down together. Today, the village of Vanand also 
exists in modern-day Armenia near the old capital city of Armavir, 5km away 
from the current border with Turkey. Once again, this proves that the spread of 
the toponyms "Balk" and "Vanand" in Historical Armenia has always been 
linked together! Among modern Armenians the name of Vanand is also known 
as a personal name. There is no doubt that the word Balk Pun is directly related 
to "Bulgarians". 

Movses Horenatsi goes on to say: "In the days of King Arsaces there were 
great riots in the great Caucasus Mountains chain, in the land of the Bulgarians. 
Many of them split apart and moved to our country, settling for a long time at 
the foot of Koll (Kolg, the modern form of which is Kogh, a piece of land adjacent 
to Vanand), where there is fertile and bread bearing land. Two of the sons of 
Bagarat,> forced by the king to worship idols (Armenian pagan gods), died 
bravely by the sword because of their fathers’ faith. | would have no reservations 
calling them followers of Ananias and Eleazar.® The rest agreed on the following: 
not to keep the Sabbath but to go hunting and to fight in wars on that day, as 
well as not to circumcise their children... Arsaces (Valarshak's son) ordered that 
women of the Naharars (aristocratic) clans would not be given to them unless 
they had given up circumcision. They acquiesced to these terms, but did not 
agree to worship idols. This is how the story of Mar Aba Qatina finishes.” 

In the light of the above, it is clear that those events took place before the 
adoption of Christianity in Armenia, around 301 AD. From what has been said, 
the presence of strong pagan traditions can be seen, which shows that the event 
took place long before the mass spread of this religion. 

Identical information, supporting this evidence can be found in the so-called 
Cambridge Document, which is an excerpt from a letter from the khazar Khagan 
Joseph to Hasday ibn Shafrut, an Andalusian jew: “Armenia, and (our) fathers 
fled from them (the Armenians) because they could not bear the yoke of the idol- 
aters, and (the people of Khazaria) accepted them because the people of Khaza- 
ria were, in the beginning, without the Torah (law), and at that time (Jews in 
Armenia) were without the Torah and without letters too. They became related 
to the inhabitants of this country by marriage, and mingled with the Gentiles,

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learned their customs, and always went to war together. And that was how they 
became one people. But they firmly preserved only the custom of circumcision, 
and only a part of them kept the Sabbath."® 

The Khazar kagan related his family with the Jews who were persecuted in 
Armenia and who settled with the Khazars, and explicitly emphasized that the 
migration took place at the time when the Armenians were pagans and idolaters. 
Armenian authors point out that those, in particular, were the Jews who settled 
in the land of the Bulgarians. Therefore, it seems that in this era, Khazars and 
Bulgarians were considered one people, one community? The era in question cer- 
tainly goes back to the time before the Christianization of Armenia in the early 
IV century AD. 

Movses Khorenatsi clearly indicates the chronological framework! The Bul- 
garians came to Armenia during the reign of the first Arsacid on the Armenian 
throne, while during his son’s reign, there was unrest in the "land of the Bulgar- 
ians in the gorges of the Caucasus", so more Bulgarians came to Armenia. The 
other important piece of information is that Movses Khorenatsi took this infor- 
mation from Mar Aba Qatina. 

When did that mythical first ruler of the Arsacid dynasty, Valarshak 
hunwpyuy (Valharshak, the modern spelling being Vagharshak) reign? Movses 
Khorenatsi himself clearly says that the information about Valarshak and his son 
Arsaces, or the message about Vund was taken from the "Mar Aba Qatina’s ac- 
count". After that he begins his own account of Armenian history with Artaxias 
I, presenting him as the son of Arsaces. 

Thus, the two dynasties - Artaxiad (Artashesian) and Arsacid (Arshakuni), 
came to be presented as one - the Arsacid dynasty, which explains the historical 
merger of the personality and the deeds of the real restorer of the Armenian Em- 
pire in the Hellenistic period - Artaxias I the Great, with the collective image of 
Valarshak. 

This idea is also shared by other Armenian authors. According to Bishop 
Sebeos, in History of the Reign of Emperor Heraclius: Arsaces Jr. (brother of Arsaces 
of the Parthian Empire) came to the throne of Armenia, in the city of Mrtsuini 
(Mtsurin) with his brother Valarshak, whom he appointed King of Armenia. He 
(Valarshak) reigned for 42 years; after him Arsaces reigned for 13 years, suc- 
ceeded by Artaxias - 25 years. According to Vardan Areveltsi: Valarshak reined 
for 22 years and was inherited by his son Arsaces, who reigned for 26 years. He 
was succeeded by his brother Artaxias, who died in a military campaign. Ac- 
cording to Mkhitar Airivanetsi, the order of rulers and the number of years they 
reigned is as follows: Valarshak - 22 years; Arsaces, his brother - 23 years and 
Artaxias I - 25 years. 

Thus the "literary figure of Valarshak" corresponds to the real king Tiridates 
(Trdat) I the Brave, placed on the Armenian throne, by his brother - king of the 
Parthia Vologases (Valarsh/ ak) I (51 - 78 AD). The name Valarshak is the Ar- 
menian transcription of the Parthian name of Vologases. He is not

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chronologically the first of the Arsacid dynasty on the throne, but he was the 
first great ruler to permanently establish the dynasty on the Armenian throne. 
In short, the events surrounding the arrival of Vund happened at the very be- 
ginning of the I c., probably very close to the time of the establishment of the 
Arsacid dynasty in Armenia. 

To narrow down the range of probabilities, a few more pieces of evidence 
need to be presented. Sextus Julius Frontin in his work entitled Strategicon (War 
Strategies) Book. 2, describes the campaign of Gnaeus Domitius Corbulo (7-67 
AD), military general in Emperor Nero’s army, against the Armenian ruler Tiri- 
dates I the Brave, brother of Vologases / Valarashak, in 59 AD. In this source he 
mentions the name of Vanad / Vund: «<5. Gnaeus Domitius Corbulo besieged 
Tigranakert, which was situated close to modern-day Diyarbakir in Turkish Kur- 
distan, where there was an old road from the time of Achaemenid Persia, known 
as The Royal Way of Darius,? but it was clear that the Armenians were prepared 
for a stubborn resistance to the siege. And then he (Domitius Corbulo) executed 
Vadandus (the exact transcription obviously should be Vanad), one of the capti- 
vated megistans,!° and catapulted his head with a ballista in the enemy’s for- 
tress. The head fell amidst the meeting the barbarians (the Armanians and their 
allies) were holding. When they saw the severed head, they took that for a bad 
omen and being thus that scared they were quick to surrender“ (Frontin, 1996: 
Book 2, Ch. 7).™ 

(Domitius Corbulo, cum Tigranocertam obsideret et Armenii pertinaciter viderentur 
toleraturi obsidionem, in Vadandum ex megistanis, quos ceperat, animadvertit caputque 
eius ballista excussum intra munimenta hostium misit. Id forte decidit in medium con- 
cilium, quod cum maxime habebant barbari; ad cuius conspectum velut ostento conster- 
nati ad deditionem festinaverunt.).12 

A. G. Bokshtanin translated the name as Vanad, but according to Camilla 
Trever, it should have been translated as Vanand.8 

In fact, Vanad is the correct transcription, which it can be evidenced by the 
similar Sarmatian name of Vanadasp, which means “horse-tamer; possessing 
(many) horses”, (vanad + asp): Bavadaonog, the name of the king of the Yaziges, 
(Dion Cassius, 71, 16, 1): Old Iranian for *vanat-aspa “horse tamer”, from vanat 
“victor/conqueror”.'4 

In his Chronicles, Publius Cornelius Tacitus mentions the same case, but with- 
out mentioning the name of the executed prisoner: “Passing through the land of 
the Tauranits,5 Corbulo escaped an unexpected danger. An armed barbarian of

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a noble family was captured near his tent. After being tortured, he admitted that 
he was sent to kill him and also betrayed his accomplices. After that envoys from 
the (besieged) Tigranakert were sent to announce that they would open the city 
gates. In order to appease him, the citizens of Tigranakert sent Corbulo a golden 
wreath. He benevolently accepted the gift and ordered not to inflict any harm 
on the inhabitants of the city. But when the Romans marched on the city, they 
found the gates closed. So, Corbulo beheaded the noble prisoner and catapulted 
his head with a ballista to threaten the inhabitants of the city” .1 

The two sources complement each other, Sextus Frontin reports the name of 
the executed barbarian megistan (Vanad), while Tacitus describes the circum- 
stances in which he was captured - a mission to eliminate Corbulo. 

The war with the Romans lasted for 10 years. In 63 AD the Tiridates regained 
the throne and the Parthians managed to impose their will with the Randee 
Peace Treaty. The peace treaty achieved with Rome, legitimized the Parthian 
dynasty on the Armenian throne, but formally the country became a vassal state 
of Rome. In fact, its policy was entirely tied to the Parthian Empire.” 

If it is assumed that the Bulgarians of Vund came to Armenia shortly before 
those events, then it is logical that Vanad (Vund), being an ally of Armenia, ruled 
his people until his death in 59 AD. 

The etymology of the name Vund is also interesting. It sounded more like 
Vand, because it is also found in modern Bulgarian, such as the personal names 
Vando / Vandyo, but nowadays the form has remained in use almost only as the 
surname of Vandev.'8 In all Indo-Iranian languages, the root *vant- / *vand- and 
*vanat- / *vanad- means ,,to desire, strive, rule’, *vantar - ,,winner’. In Ossetian 
wendon - ,,brave, daring” .9 

Vanitar or Wandar (Wanitar / Wandar) is the hero of the Avesta, son of Iraj (the 
first king of Iran). The name means "Conqueror of Darkness" or "Conqueror of 
Evil".° In Zoroastrian astrology, Vanant is the name of a star created by Ahura 
Mazda, who is one of the "guardians of eternity" and the time it took to orbit the 
vault of the heavens was 72 years. The name Vanant means "victorious". It is 
identified with the star Fomalhout (from the Arabic of fum al-hut - ,. mouth of a 
whale“), the brightest star of the Southern Fish constellation. It is a southern con- 
stellation, one of the 48 constellations described by Ptolemy in antiquity, and one 
of the 88 modern constellations used by the International Astronomical Union. 

Another interesting fact is the existence of the toponym Vanand in Tabula Peu- 
tingeria. Vanand appears in the text as the name of the settlement of Barantea, 
which Ya. A. Manandyan read as /Banantea/ with the explanation that it corre- 
sponded to the ancient Armenian of /Vanand/ or the genitive case of Vanandeay.”!

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The main source of Tabula Peutingeria was the Roman road map of the Roman 
politician and consul Marcus Vipsanius Agrippa (63 BC - 12 AD). Subsequently, 
it was expanded and supplemented with new texts to take the form it is known 
today. It was completed by Castorius around 425 AD.” 

The name of Banantea was obviously not known to Ptolemy, but around 425 
AD was already approved for inclusion in the map. This shows that it was intro- 
duced after the second half of the II century AD and the death of Ptolemy in 160 
AD and was in use to the end of the III century AD. 

The next very important question that needs to be clarified is when the main 
source of information used by Movses Khorenatsi lived: “he old man Mar Aba 
Qatina”. He was also mentioned by Sebeos (VII century AD) as the philosopher 
Marab from Mtsurin, which shows that he lived or came from the town of Mésurin. 
Sebeos (History of Armenia) reports that he had personally read the book entitled 
The Philosopher of Mtsurin Marab, which shows that it was preserved at least until 
the 7th century AD. Without going into too much detail into the disputes about 
the life or the existence of that person, it is obvious that he lived at the time when 
Mtsurin was an active and habited city. 

The city of Mtsurin (Mtsurn Uénipt / Mtsurk Uénipp) originated on the site 
of an old Assyrian settlement or locality, as its name means "border" from the

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Assyrian of msur, the Hebrew of mecer, the Akkadian of misru and the Sumerian 
of mas - all meaning ,,border; limit or boundary”.* 

In the II century AD, Mtsurin suffered an earthquake, but it was rebuilt, ex- 
tended and expanded by the Armenian ruler Sanatruk (88-110 AD) and it was 
also declared capital city. In the IV century AD it was already destroyed by the 
Persians during the campaign of Shah Shapur II in 363 AD. Apparently Sana- 
truk's palace was in Mtsurin, and Mar Aba Qatina lived in the period when 
Mtsurin was an inhabited city and the capital of Armenia. 

Faustus Buzand wrote that it was Sanatruk who built Mtsurin: "... on the 
banks of the Euphrates River, in a valley covered with dense forests,... at the 
confluence point of the two rivers, there was a city built a long time ago, in an 
area called Mtsurk."*4 Mtsurin was located in the Taron region, on the upper 
reaches of the Euphrates River. In other words, it was the time of the reign of 
Sanatruk and his son Valarshak I. It is known that in 217 AD the region of Taron 
was conquered by the Sassanids, and remained within the borders of Persia, un- 
til the end of their state in 637 AD. Therefore, Mar Aba Qatina lived in the period 
110 - 217 AD. 

Almost nothing is known about Sanatruk's reign. Dion Cassius (book LXIII) 
mentions a certain Sanatruk and his son Vologases (Valarshak), who fought in 
Armenia against the Roman army of Emperor Trajan in 116 AD. According to 
John Malalas, (Chronicle, Book 11) that Sanatruk was son of Meherdat, one of 
the sons of the Parthian king Vologes I (51-78 AD), i.e. brother of Tiridates I the 
Brave, which therefore means that Sanatruk was nephew of Tiridates I. Sanatruk 
was in fact defeated and was killed while fleeing the battlefield. According to 
Movses Khorenatsi though, Sanatruk was killed by accident while hunting, shot 
by astray arrow. Apparently, here the all-too-widespread substitution of histor- 
ical facts had taken place regarding the circumstances around his death: killed 
by an arrow during a retreat from the battlefield had been replaced by an acci- 
dent while hunting. John Malala gives similar information, but referring to Sana- 
truk's father, Mehrdat. As about Sanatruk himself, the author wrote that he was 
killed while retreating from the battlefield, after a battle with the Romans. 

Apparently, Malalas had used a different source, unknown to Movses 
Khorenatsi. Malalas claims that he had used Arrian for reference (which by all 
probability refers to the lost work of Parthica, which described the war between 
Emperor Trajan and the Parthians).2° Sanatruk's son, Valarshak I (117-144 AD), 
continued the struggle against the Roman Empire and Emperor Trajan ceded 
part of Armenia to him. After Emperor Trajan’s death in 117 AD, the new em- 
peror Hadrian officially recognized Valarshak as king of Armenia.

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The Armenian scholar Artsruni Sahakyan believes that the name of the mythical 
Valarshak (whose kingdom was joined by the Bulgarians of Vund ) was the re- 
sult of a historical reasoning applied by Khorenatsi himself. Valarshak I, as- 
signed Mar Aba Qatina the task to study the past history of Armenian kings. So 
Mar Aba Qatina included his name in the book that ensue but which has not 
survived to modern times. Khorenatsi logically assumed that Valarshak was the 
first representative of the Arsacid dynasty on the Armenian throne, because of 
which he was interested in the rulers of this country before him. Following the 
historical reasoning, the name Valarshak was acknowledged as the first ruler of 
the Arsacid dynasty, but the actions of earlier rulers intertwined and came to be 
attributed to his name. This explains the intertwining of the names of the real 
Valarshak I and the legendary Valarshak, the founder of the dynasty of the Ar- 
menian Arsacids, that was later reinforced and confirmed by Movses 
Khorenatsi. 

Movses Khorenatsi provides the following record concerning Mar Aba 
Qatina: ,,... King Valarshak found a somebody Syrian named Mar Aba Qatina - 
a diligent man who could read the Chaldean and the Greek letter, and sent him 
to his brother Arsaces the Great with worthy gifts [and a request] to open the 
royal archives to him ... [Mar Aba Qatina], studied all the books, and found one 
in Greek ... That book, which contained the true history of the ancient ancestors, 
was translated by order of Alexander (the Great) from the Chaldean language 
into Greek ... From that book, Mar Aba Qatina only used the authentic history of 
our people and brought it to King Valarshak ... written in Greek and Syriac. The 
glorious, honourable and brave archer, Valarshak, eloquent and bright, was 
given the book and, after reading it, placed it in a prominent place in the palace 
to be kept with great care, as one of his most valuable treasures. And then he 
ordered part of it to be carved on a stone stela (a stone slab)”. 
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The logical conclusion reached by the Armenian scholar Artsruni Sahakyan 
was that Mar Aba Katina, also known as Marab the Mtsurin philosopher lived 
in Mtsurin, the capital of Armenia in the II century AD. He was a secretary, a 
scribe, or a man of letters, closely affiliated to Valarshak I (117-144 AD). Sa- 
hakyan believed that the nickname "Qatina" was derived from the Syrian word 
gatipa, meaning ,,a scribe”.*6 

S. S. Malkhasyants believes that the Syrian word "gatina" means "wise" and 
thus corresponds to the meaning of the term "philosopher".?” 

In Assyrian (ancient Syrian) gattinu, gatin means “profession, occupation, sta- 
tus, position in society”, the word is derived from the Proto-Semitic, Akkadian 
qatu “hand”, and Qatinu is a personal name meaning “skillful, experienced”, or 
as Sebeos calls it. "Marab the Mtsurin Philosopher", in a broader sense - “a sage, 
a wise man, a clever, knowledgeable person”. Thus, his name clearly confirms 
his Syrian origin.?§ Jovanes Drahsanakertzi also states that Mar Aba Qatina was 
a Syrian who could read and write in the Chaldean (Babylonian) and the Greek 
language. So, without going into more detail, related to some anachronisms in 
the exposition of Movses Khorenatsi, about the Assyrian archive in Nineveh, we 
can say that the Syrian Mar Aba Qatina was a venerable, respected scientist in 
Valarshak I’s court, which was in Mtsurin. Under his successor Valarshak II 
(186-198 AD / or 180-200 AD), the capital was moved to Valarshapat, built in 
the region of the village of Vardges, after the Romans withdrew from there.” So, 
the chronological circle around the time Mar Aba Katina lived seems to be nar- 
rowing down, so we can conclude it was at the time when Mtsurin was the cap- 
ital city of Armenia, or during the reign of Sanatruk and even more specifically, 
during the reign of his son Valarshak I, i.e. at the end of the I century and first 
half of the II century AD. This indirectly confirms the hypothesis that Vund's 
migration took place a little earlier, during or shortly before Tiridates (Trdat) I 
took the throne. In other words it was at the time of the short-term reign of the 
first Armenian rulers of the Arsacid dynasty: Vonnones, Arsaces, Orodes, when 
there were, in fact, great disasters for Armenia. It became a battlefield, in the war 
waged by Rome in alliance with Iberia (Georgia) against the Parthian Empire, 
triggered by the attempts of the Parthian king Artabanus III to put one of his 
sons on the Armenian throne. 

Another Armenian author Vardan Areveltsi clearly mentions the name of 
Bulgarians in reference to events dating back to the II century AD in his book 
entitled Universal History: "In the days of King Valarsh, the Bulghar and the Khazir 
peoples, led by their king, a certain Vnasep Surhap, reached the Kura River and 
settled there in a large camp. Valarsh (Valarshak II) attacked them, defeated

them and pursued them away, to the mountain pass of Chor (the Alazani Val- 
ley), but an arrow shot him and he died after twenty years of reign.*° 

Movses Khorenatsi gives similar information, but instead of "Bulghars" he 
uses the name of "Basils" (barsils): "... In his days, when the multitudes of north- 
erners, that is, the Khazars and the Basils, appeared through the Chor Gate, led 
by their leader, a certain Vnasep Surhap."*! 

Stepanos Taronetsi also writes about "Khazirs and Basilis",°2 and Ukhtanes - 
about Khazars and Barshegs, ie. barsils (with the letter ny /lhad/),while in the 
French translation of Brosset the names appear as “Khazars et Barseghs / 
Barselhs” .* 

The conclusion that can be drawn is that during the period in question, Bul- 
garians and Barsils were a people living together with the Khazars. 

The name Vanasep Suhrap - can be viewed as a combination of Ven / Vun + 
sep, the Avestan form being spit and the Persian sapet, safed, all meaning "bright", 
while the second part of the name Suhrab is entirely Iranian by origin, recogniza- 
ble as the name of the mythical hero of the Persian poem of Shahnameh, Suhrab, 
son on Rustam, which is derived from the Pahlavi word suxr, meaning "reddish". 
Also, Suhrab or Suhrab, translates as "ruby, glitter" from the Persian word 
sorkhabe, which means "bright red". According to Gadlo,*4 the name should be 
spelled as Gushnasp Suhrab, and Gushnaps is the modern Persian form of the Mid- 
dle Persian and Pahlavi form Wesnasp. In available Armenian sources, F. Justi 
had encountered the name as Wsnap and Wasp, but not in reference to the 
Khazars-Barsils (Bulgarian) ruler, but to other people.** The name Gushanps is 
associated with the "sacred fire" of the Zoroastrians. Adur Gushnaps was one of 
the three major sacred temples of fire in the Sasanian state, situated on the terri- 
tory of Atropatene, modern day Azerbaijan. 


2. What is the meaning of the name "Unogundurs" 


Particularly interesting information is reported by Michael of Syria. He was a 
Syrian Jacobite patriarch. He was born in Melitene* (1126-1199 AD). He wrote 
a Chronicle book, in which he provided the most curious information about the 
origin of the Bulgarians. In his book he tells a story of three brothers who set out 
from the depths of Asia (the Imeon Mountain)... "When they reached the Roman 


frontiers, one of the brothers, named Bulgaryus asi as took 10,000 men

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and separated from his brothers. He crossed the river Tanios (Don) and the river 
Danube and asked (Emperor) Maurice (582-602 AD) for land where to live and 
be an ally of the Romans. He (Emperor Maurice) gave him Upper and Lower 
Moesia and Dacia, superb lands, which had been ravaged by the Avars, during 
the reign of Anastasius, and they settled there to defend the Romans. These 


Scythians came to be called Bulgarians (Bulgaryé) bisssos by the Romans”.9” 

The Avar invasion took place 65 years after the reign of Emperor Anastasius 
I, therefore the name Anastasius mentioned by Michael of Syria in the text can- 
not refer to him but to a different figure, a military leader of the same name, who 
lived in the time of Emperor Maurice’s rule. 

Discussions about this account of the Syrian patriarch are well-known in the 
historical literature, so I will not dwell on them any further. 

When comparing this source with the Armenian sources, it becomes clear 
that the migration in question took place long before the rule of Emperor Mau- 
ritius, or at the end of the I century BC - I century AD. Michael of Syrian seems 
to have interweaved the legend of the migration of the Bulgarians and the 
Khazars, with later events that took place during the reign of Emperor Maurice. 

That was the participation of a division of 20,000 Bulgarian and Armenian 
warriors in aid of the overthrown Persian Shah Khosrow II Parviz, in his war 
with the usurper Bahram Chubin, who were led by that very military leader of 
Anastasius, in 591 AD.38 

The Imeon Mountains is actually Ptolemy's Imaus Mountain range, which sep- 
arates Inner from Outer Scythia and coincides with the mountain range formed 
by the Tien Shan, Pamir, Hindu Kush Mountains and the ridges that are the wa- 
tershed between the Amu Darya and Syr Darya rivers. Therefore, "behind the 
gorges of Imeon" should mean that they came from the Outer Scythia, as defined 
by Ptolemy, or "Scythia behind Imaus", i.e. the region of modern-day Xinjiang. 

So, what kind of migration wave was there in that period from that part of 
Asia to the west? The only major and noted by both Greco-Roman and Chinese 
authors is the emergence of the Sakas, Tocharians and Asians, respectively, among 
the Chinese SaiZ£, Wusun Bf and Yuezhi A Ecand the defeat of Greco-Bactria, in 
the middle of the II century BC.

It is logical that the nuclei of the Bulgarians and Khazars were parts of those tribes. 
Thus, there is no way they could be Tiirks, as the ethnegenesis of the Tiirks had 
not yet begun. And most likely they were Tocharians, because at that time, such 
was the population on both sides of the Tien Shan Mountains, in the Tarim Basin 
and in the Gansu region. 

And hereby, an indirect proof, comes from the expression written by Movses 
Khorenatsi: Tnptnnip Pninywpwy Inpuy or Vihandur Bulhkaray Vnday. The lit- 
eral translation is "the vlandurs of the Bulgarian Vund" but the attempts to equate 
the word "vlandurs" with "unogundurs" (Obvvoyovovoovpor, Ovvoyovvoovpon, 
turn out to be as apt an idea as the equasion of unogundurs = unogurs. It is known 
from other sources that the Bulgarians were called VNNTR, "Venenters", which 
is closer to "Unogurndurs", but very different from "Vlandurs" as well. 

In his letter to the Andalusian Jew Hasday ibn Shafrut, written in 951-952 AD, 
the Khazar ruler Joseph wrote: "They (the Bulgarians) were defeated (in their old 
lands), and they (the Khazars) pursued them until they crossed the great river 
Danube. To this day, they (the Bulgarians, or vnntr) live near Kushtantinya (Con- 
stantinople), since the Khazars conquered their country.*? 

The Bulgarian ethnonym, appearing in the form of V.n.n.d.r., is also found in 
the Arab geographical tradition. In Hudud Al Alam it was mentioned as V.n.n.d.r 
and N.nd.r, for example: "East of the Magyars there is a mountains, south of 
which is the territory occupied by the V.1.n.d.r. people (Danube Bulgaria), who 
are Christians, and the west and north of them is the territory of the Russians” .*°

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The Transylvanian Carpathians are the first border between the Magyars 
(Hungary) and the First Bulgarian State, after the latter migrated to Pannonia 
and Transylvania at the end of the IX century AD. 

As early as in 1875 Garkavi explained the name of V.1.n.t.r, on the basis of 
the writing system of the Khazar Kagan, as a name referring to the Bulgarians, 
corresponding to the Byzantine Obvvoyovvdovpotr, Ovvoyovvbovpot (unnogun- 
durs, onogundurs), but this happened before the discovery of the well-known Ar- 
abic text Hudud Al Alam. Marquartt also connected the Arabic script of (n.n.d.r) 
with Bulgarians. The Hungarians also use the name ndndor* to denote the Bul- 
garian ethnos.* 

The form used by Movses Khorenatsi" Vlandur" is very interesting. Above all, 
however, a historian must precisely adhere to historical sources. 

To explain the difference between Vlandur and Vnandur (Venenter), Assoc. 
Prof. P. Goliyski suggested that there must have been a wrong transcription of 
the name, from the Syrian source or from the text of Mar Aba Qatina, made by 
the Armenian historian, since in the Syrian alphabet "estrangelo", ,.lamed” A (1) 
and “nun” 8, ¥, . (n) are very similar in shape and can easily be confused by a 
foreign copyist, especially if it refers to a foreign (non-Syrian and non-Armenian) 
name.*’ However, there are other variants of the Syrian script, where \ “lamed” 
and _, » “nun” are distinctly different. 

It should be noted that the Armenian written tradition dates back to the very 
beginning of the V century AD, when Bishop Mesrob Mashtots, who resided in 
Edessa for a period, created the Armenian alphabet there, in the period 402-406 
AD, by order of the Armenian ruler of Persian Armenia, Vramshapuh (389- 
417AD). Mar Aba Qatina (Marab of Mtsurin) lived two centuries before Mesrob, 
and was a Syrian. It is not known what language and what script he used to 
write his History but it is certain that both Movses Khorenatsi and Sebeos could 
read it without difficulty. Artsruni Sahakyan believes it was written in Ancient 
Greek. 

However, any hypothesis based on accusing the ancient author of having 
made a mistake in his work would rather speak of a weakness in modern inter- 
pretations, so other explanations should be sought for the emergence of the

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inconvenient fact, since there is no way that "vlandur" can easily be transformed 
into "vnandur / vnntr"! 

We can assume that Movses Khorenatsi or Mar Aba Katina, "the sage, philos- 
opher of Mtsurin," transcribed the word quite correctly. The word we have is 
"vlandur", which is not a mistaken spelling of "vnandur", so consequently there 
is nothing in common between "vlandur" and "venenetrs" - "unogundurs" - and 
these are two absolutely different words. 

The meaning of "vlandur" can be explained perfectly well by the ancient Indo- 
European languages, spoken in the far East, known as Tocharian languages. In 
the Tocharian B language “walo, ylai” and in the Tocharian A language “wlam”, 
the Proto-Tocharian form being /*w'alan/ (u'alan) all mean ,ruler, king“; later 
form in the Tocharian B language “lant” - ,,ruler”; lantunine, lantunina, lantuninana 
- ,tuler's”; Tocharian B “lanturie”, Tocharian A “lantune “- ,,ruler's, dignity”.* 

If we draw a parallel with other languages we will find out similar words: 
the Celtic word “walna” means ,,to rule’, “walo” - ,,a king/a prince, a chief”, 
“walatro, wolnamon “- ,,a ruler“ in Latin “ualeo” - ,,strong”, in Gothic waldan - ,,a 
ruler” .46 

So the Proto-Taharic word for ,,a ruler” was *”w'alan” (u'alan), respectively * 
“w'alan-tar (u'alan-tar)” meant “to rule” (the mediopassive form of the word). 
Based on that analysis, Vihandur Bulhkaray Vnday, can be considered as direct 
translation of a Tocharian expression meaning "Vund who rules the Bulgarians" or 
"the Bulgarians who are ruled by Vund". Whereas, the two noun forms unogundurs 
/ vnandurs and vlandurs are two completely different words. 

The Tocharian language also explains the name vnundurs / onogundurs. Un- 
expectedly, the earliest source of the name "(v)ungundurs / (v)ungunturs" was 
discovered in the Chinese dynastic history of the Western Han dynasty (206 BC 
- 9 AD). or "Han-shu", in connection with the fate of the so-called. "Xiao Yuesht" 
\\A EX, the part of the Yuezhi people (Tocharian - Arsians) who remained in their 
homeland of Gansu and succumbed to Xiongnu. 

The Tocharians were a large group of Indo-European, non-Indo-Iranian 
tribes that between the 3rd and 2nd millennium BC migrated from Eastern Eu- 
rope, probably through the Balkans (or the Caucasus, it is not clear), Asia Minor 
and the Iranian plateau, to Central Asia, modern Xinjiang, the Tarim region, 
western Mongolia and the Gansu corridor, to the Ordos plateau (modern north- 
ern China). 

Their migration preceded the Indo-Iranian resettlement by one millennium. 
The Tocharians created their own steppe empire, which lasted until the rise of 
the Xiongnu tribes in the III century BC. Xiongnu then inflicted several serious 
defeats on the Tocharians-Arsians in Gansu, the first two being under the mili- 
tary command of Shanyu Maotun, and the last and most severe under his suc- 
cessor Laoshan in 166-165 BC.

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After this catastrophic defeat, the Arsians / Yuezhi people moved west - to 
their "Great Exit" to the valley of the Ili River and left their lands around the 
Yellow River in Hexii#] 44” and Gansu forever.*® 

The Yuezhi reached Fergana and Central Asia, initially settled north of the 
Sir Darya River (where Strabo referred to them as Taharoi), and later conquered 
the eastern half of Greco-Bactria. The Chinese called them "Da Yueshi / Yuezhi" 
KA K, ie. "Great Yuezhi", and the conquered East Bactria is called Daxia KE, 
which is the Chinese transcription of Tochara. They gave rise to the Kushan state. 

Despite that, a smaller number of them remained in the Gansu Corridor "be- 
tween Dunhuang and Qilang Shan (Eastern Tien Shan)" in their old homeland. 
They chose to succumb to the enemy and former vassals of Xiongnu, instead of 
the uncertain migration to the west. 

In Han Shu, Ch. 94b, it is reported that the ruler of the "Little Yuezhi" (Xiado 
Yuezhi), a vassal of the shanyu, whose territory possessions was situated in the 


area of the town of Zhangyé 5K #% (modern Gansu Province), was called Wenou- 
towang (89 BC) wén 6u ti wang ii{BGR-E. (Han Shu, ch. 94b) 

On this issue, the famous Russian sinologist, A. Malyavkin wrote: "The title 
Wen-wang it or Wen ou ti wang ih{GR is mentioned in most Chinese 
sources, but there is no detailed information about it. It can be assumed that it 
was used to refer to a tribal name that existed among the Yuezhi people.” 

The pronunciation of this combination of charasters is very interesting. In the 
Han era, the pronunciation of ii {fi} 5 was /wannywati; "wannyawthwiij; 
honnyawthwiaj/ (Starostin); in the Eastern (Earlier) Han dynasty it was /"uannyo’ 
duos; 'uannyo?t'uas/ (Schiissler), and in ancient Chinaese it was /"unny‘ot'er/; in 
medieval Chinese - //wonnsuwX*da/ (Buxter-Sagar). The last charaster /wang/ + 
means ,,ruler, king” .°° 

According to Wiktionary's summary of pronunciation reconstruction, in 
early medieval Chinese it was /‘uon-"gu"-thwaj/. 

The French Sinologist Francois Thierry reconstructed the Han pronunciation 
by comparing it with modern pronunciations in South Chinese dialects: Canton- 
ese /viin-ngau-tou/ and Mindong /ung-ng6-tou/,; in Vietnamese /6n-ngdu-du, 6n- 
ngdu-thoai/, in Japanese /on-gu-da, un-go-ta/, and in Korean /on-u-tan/. 

The combination “outu” /outi/ {85% /nywatu, nyo’du, nsuwXda/ is not a word. 
The two characters as an expression mean "a pair, a pair of low (wild) horses" ( 
Br, kit - low horse /taotu/, a type of "pony horse"; in Baxter’s explanation Hi /tud/ 
means “a wild horse”, as the pronunciation in ancient Chinese was /ther/). So, 
Nikolai Bichurin’s translation as ,,a watchman, a guard, king of the border”, and 
the one suggested by Vasily Taskin - “a military camp”, even comparing it with

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the Tiirkic word “ordu”*! meaning “a horde, an army”, do not seem to be appro- 
priate.°* 

It is interesting that, 5% menaing “a wild horse’, is actually a borrowing from 
the Proto-Mongol word “aduyu” - “a horse”, or the Proto-Turkic “atV”, the Tur- 
kic “at” - “a horse”, the Proto-Turkic word “adgir” or the modern Turkish 
“aygir” - “a stallion’, which shows that the transferring of the final "-r" ina 
foreign word is very likely to have happened. 

The title of "Wenoutowang" occurs in different spelling and transcription var- 
iants: /wenyudi/ ih. He and Avenyudu/ hn. 444.°> The difference is in the last char- 
acters##z and ##, as #2 was pronounced /tei/ in the Han era and 4 - /duk/ in the 
Han era (Wiktionary). 

In this case, I think it is much more appropriate to consider the whole expres- 
sion of "wendutii" as a Chinese transliteration of a foreign non-Chinese name, of 
Tocharian origin, as Malyavkin believes - it was used "as a tribal family name in 
the Yuezhi people." 

Accordingly, the reconstruction of the pronunciation in the Han era is very 
close to ,,oungudur /onguntur” or Unogundurs. 

The Hungarian author Catalin Chornai transcribes jh fie as /uan-ngiu-tieg; 
uan-ngiu-tiei/ and interprets it as ,,ongdurti”, a hypothetical Xiongnt (Proto-Tiir- 
kic) title of "a right king". In Turkic languages “ong” means “right / western” .™4 
Without commenting on the correctness of the interpretation, her transcription 
also supports mine. 

Thus, it becomes clear that the ruling clan or tribe of the Yuezhi Tocharians 
was called ongunturs / ungundurs. 

For example, the Chinese character Wen iit, which means "kind, tender, 
warm!" turns out to be an old Tocharian loanword, from the Tocharian A “wani”, 
Tocharian B “wina” - “pleasure, pleasant”, Tocharian B winannentar - “joyful, 
happy”, a derivative of pre-Indo-European *’wén(hz)iyo” - “nice, beautiful, reli- 
able”, in Avestan “vanaiti” means “glorious, victorious”, in Sanskrit “vdnati” - 
“to like, to rejoice, victorious, exultant, triumphant’, “vanas” - “love”, in Old 
English “wine” meant “friend” and in Old Norwegian “vdnn” meant “reliable, 
beautiful”.

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Derivatives of the same Indo-European root, mentioned in the etymological 
dictionary of Douglas Adams, are the Tocharian B “wéntare” standing for "ac- 
tion"; “wéantresse” - "strong aspiration"; “wenenta” - "praising", in Tocharian A 
and B *”wen” means "to speak, to praise". He believes that the initial, oldest form 
is the Proto-Tocharian word *”’weorduru”, which respectively transformed the 
Sanskrit word “vandaru”, meaning "praise'; into the Proto-Indo-European 
*“wndrwo” and the Proto-Tocharian “*weon'doru” meaning “glory, praise" .% 

If we compare the meaning of the Trocharian word “winanientdr” with 
“onntr’or "venevter/onandur", the similarity is obvious: “bearers of happiness, of 
divine predestination. The primary denotation of that name is “glorious; 
praised; strong”, i.e. “good; reliable, etc.” Winafifientar/ Uinafifentar - “the glo- 
rious; the people chosen by God; the ruling people”. 

The sign 7 stands for the nasal sound /n/" or /ny/; /ng/, which indicates that 
the form "unogundurs" is as close as possible to the original source, while the 
inscription in Aramaic alphabet "vnntr" yun7 (venenter, nandor) does not convey 
indication for the nasal sound /nh; ng/. 

Obviously, the added explanation of "rulers" gradually became a common 
name used for the whole community, similarly to other such cases like "the royal 
Scythians, the royal Sakas". 

Apparently the Unogundurs came directly from the ruling fraction, and were 
part of the Tocharian community, who came to be noticed by the Armenians in 
the Western Caucasus at the beginning of the 1st century AD, which coincided 
with the migration of the Yuezhi Arsians to Central Asia (mid-second century BC 
or 165 BC). 


3. Where did the Bulgarians and the Khazars come from? 


In the science of history, in linguistics and in onomastics (the science that studies 
proper names), there are several ways of naming tribes and nationalities or for 
tribes and nationalities naming themselves: 

1. Choosing a name, which in many cases means “people; humans; human 
being; a community or free people”: (Deutsch means “ people”, Franks - “free’). 

2. Aname based on characteristic geographical features - after the name of a 
mountains, a river, etc. (English - “inhabitants of the outer border land”) 

3. After names of characteristic skills or crafts (Saxons - “knife makers”, Swa- 
bians - “swimmers” 

4, After particular positive qualities (there hardly any people who would or 
had named themselves bringing their humiliating qualities or shortcomings to 
the fore, like "mongrels; half-bloods; a bunch of people; rascals; scoundrels; 
slaves or slobs for example) 

According to Tomaschek, Vambery and Nemeth, "Bulgarians" comes from the 
Tiirkic words bulgamak, bulgha, bulya - “people of mixed origin, cross-breeds,

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mongrels”, or according to Vambery and Nemeth's later etymological claims - 
“rebels, troublemakers, renegades”. I fact, this has been the commonly accepted 
by historians etymological origin of the name to this day. 

However, this explanation of the origin of the name is quite conjunctural and 
the result of an accidental phonological overlapping of the Bulgarian self-chosen 
name with the Tiirkic word. I would not like to deliberate any further on dis- 
putes on the origin and the meaning of the Bulgarian ethnonym, since they have 
already been vastly presented in historical literature, but I will only present my 
own opinion instead. It turns out that the name Bulgarians / Bulkars can find its 
quite logical etymological explanation in the Tocharian languages. In the Bul- 
garian historical literature, a similar idea has been expressed by Assoc. Prof. P. 
Goliyski (2003), who also draws attention to the Hittite word “parkus”, the To- 
charian A, B word “pilk” both meaning “bright; made of/full of fire; burning; 
shining; clear; bright” .>° 

In Chinese sources different Proto-Tocharian tribes with whom the ancient 
Chinese kingdoms had territorial conflicts in the northwest, were referred to by 
the common name of Béi-di 44k (dt- northern), and 4k(A- white), or Béi-di 4b 
4k “northern barbarians” / A %k “white barbarians”, and Chidk “fire” (red; scarlet) 
Di 4K, or Chi di JR $k, which means "fiery barbarians". Di 3k, as well as the similar 
character mean “barbarians, nomads, enemy”. 

As for the second half of the Bulgarian name (-gar /-kar), the Proto-Tocharian 
word *”ghara /*khara” (yapa) must be considered. It means “a group of people, a 
class of people, a caste”; in Tocharian A “kar”, and in Trocharian B “kare”; in 
Proto-Tocharian *’kdre” mean " possessing a high ran; a rank; noble; belonging 
to the upper class; a caste, a group of people" while “kar” means "to collect; to 
gather together".5” 

Thus, the exact meaning of the name "palk-khara" or "palk-ghara" is "fiery peo- 
ple", just like the Chinese Chi didk4k. Explanation of the variant of the Bulgarian 
name provided by Michael the Syrian can also be found in the Tocharian lan- 
guages: “pugurs”, which comes from the Tocharian A “por”, Tocharian B “ puwar” 
and the Proto-Tocharian “puwar, all meaning “fire”. The form in Tocharian A is 
closer to the Hittite word “pahhur” - “fire”. Accordingly, in Proto-Tocharian 
there was probably a form in the Accusative case *’puhor” or *”p*uhor”, meaning 
“fiery” 8 

During the Han Dynasty there were several Tocharian tribes living in the 
easternmost parts of the Tien Shan, in the northern slopes of the Barkultag and 
along the Karluktag ridges, the largest of which was called Chéshi #fif, and the 
next largest were Pulei 7ff#4 and Beilu #8. 

The transcription of these names coincides with the names Khazars and Bul- 
garians. In various Chinese sources, Cheshi HiFi occurs in several forms of writ-

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1. Chéshi #ifi, reconstruction of the ancient Chinese form and of the language 
spoken during the Han dynasty: /ka-srij, ka-sjéj; kaséj/ (Starostin), /kio-sri/ (Wik- 
tionary) or /kasri, kasi, kashi; kashiri/. Given the fact that the Chinese characterfifl 
when in the form shi Jill was used to transcribe the Iranian word “ser”, meaning 
"a lion". The initial form of the word, the name those people had given them- 
selves was "kashiers /kasiers" (the ancient ancestors of the later Khazars). Accord- 
ing to Thierry's method, the equivalents in similar languages were the following: 
in Cantonese “geoi-si”, in the Southern Chinese Minnan, and Xiang dialects “ki- 
sr; cia-si”, in Vietnamese “xa-sw”, in Korean “geo-so,”and in Japanese “ko-shi”. 

2. Jusou Fi and Qtisou 4248, are earlier forms of spelling of the same name. 
They are mentioned as names of Western “rong” or "barbarian" tribes:°? (Jiusou- 
zhi Fi Fe - the Jiuisu tribe) - in The Journey of Mu, the Son of Heaven and Qusou 
3249 - in the Yugong chapter of Shang Shu (Taishan, 2010a). The reconstruction of 
the pronunciation of the first variant is /gd-sou/ (Starostin), /gio*-sriau/ (Wiktion- 
ary), and of the second one: /ga-sru, ga-siew/ (Starostin); /gio-srju (Wiktionary), or 
/gasri, gasiri/ or /gasirs/ respectively. 

3. Gushi tiki, based on phonological reconstruction of word used during the 
Han Dynasty was pronounced: /kas-srij, kah-sjéj; kah-séf (Starostin) or /kuo-sri/ 
(Wiktionary), i.e. “kasirs, kosirs”. 

This analysis shows that the main tribe in this group was called the Kasirs, 
which directly corresponds to the ethnonym of Khazars / Kozars. 

Ptolemy (II century AD), provides information about the city of Cassia, mod- 
ern-day Kashgar, which was located near Khotan and Mount Cassia, as he calls 
the mountain spurs of the Middle and Eastern Tien Shan Mountains. These top- 
onyms show that in ancient times the Kasi / Kasiri people lived in the territory 
spreading from Kashgar to Turfan, Urumqi and Hami; around the Tien Shan 
Mountains, the eastern parts of which Ptolemy also called Cassia Mountains. 
Pliny also mentions that there were the Kasirs people who lived in the eastern- 
most regions of Scythia, which confirms that the phonological reconstructions 
are correct. The name the Kuchi people or the inhabitants of the Tocharian town 
of Kuga used to refer to themselves was kusirine, or kucarine. They used the name 
of Kusi, or Kuca for both their capital city and the state. The corresponding name 
in the Chéshi language is similar - /kasi, kasir/. 

So, what is the meaning of the toponyms Kucha and Cheshi? The Tocharian 
languages provides the answer again. In the Tocharian language, /kutsi, kusi/ 
means "white, pure, world", in Tocharian A /kasu/ means "beautiful", in Tochar- 
ian B /kaswo/ is "red, bright". They are all derived from the Indo-European root 
of “Yk' weit; *kwit/, which has the meaning of "white, bright". In Celtic languages, 
the ancient form of */kassara/, in Old Irish /casar/; in Welsh /kesseir/ and /ceser/ in 
Cornish all have the meaning of "thunderbolt; lightning". In the Iron Ossetian 
language /kadz, kac/ means "a stork" (a white bird); /kasara/ in Khovar; /kaso/ in

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Nepali mean "white, shiny" (used to describe metals); in Kashmiri /gash, gosh/ 
means "bright, shiny"; in Pali /kasina/ means "white, sacred" (used in a religious 
text); in pre-Indo-Iranian */kasira/ is found to convey the meaning of "white, 
pure". In the Scythian language */krau-kasi/ meant "white, sparkling snow" (ac- 
cording to Pliny) and the equvallent form of /kasi/ meant "white, bright".® This 
also corresponds to the meaning of the Chinese /Bei Di/, standing for "the White 


Di".

TOCHARIAN COUNTRIES IN EASTERN TIEN SHAN 


Today, thanks to the phonological analysis of the Chinese characters used to 
write the name Yué-zhi A, it has become clear that in ancient times it was pro- 
nounced as /Rouzhi; Ruzhi/ and was used to transcribe the name /Arsi; Arshi/ (Ar- 
sians / Arshians), used by those people to refer to themselves. In other words, this 
is an irrefutable proof that the equation Yuezhi = Arsians = Tocharians is correct. 
It turns out that the initial correct spelling of the name was A K / Rou-zhi/, which 
is as close to the self-chosen name of those people as possible. Over time, the 
character §f meaning "meat, flesh" evolved into the modern spelling form of FA, 


while the obsolete A began to be confused with a similar character, which has 


quite a different pronunciation and meaning, i.e the character 


| /Yué/, meaning 


"the moon". The mistake was purely mechanical and absolutely accidental, but 
it went into the historical literature and has remained there to present day. The 
name "Arsi" is a derivative of the Indo-European root “arg'-/(*e) *h2erg-én, mean- 
ing "white, bright, shiny". In the Tocharian languages this root is represented by 
the Tocharian A word /arki, arsi/, the Tocharian B form /ark, arkwi/ - "white, 
bright", and the Proto-Tocharian form of */arkw(a)i/, also meaning “white”. 
The self-chosen name of the Yuezhi people was "Arshi, Arsi, Arghi", and they 
exactly were the people Herodotus (V century BC) meant when he drew refer- 
ence to the people of the Argippaeans or Argippaei (Apyumaiot) who inhabited

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the extreme northeastern part of the known world. It is not difficult to recognize 
in this name, apparently a slightly distorted Greek version, the Tocharian /arki 
ype; arsi ype/ - "a white country", "white people" or also the "White Di", found in 
Chinese sources. 

The noun *“arse (arse)” changed into arse in Tocharian B, or the language of 
Kucha, and then into “ars (arsh)” in Tocharian A or the language of Agni (Ka- 
rashar), and in fact the language of the ruling Yuezhi community in Gansu. The 
plural Genitive case form of *”arse”, is “arsdsi”, where the /a/ sound is a palatal, 
muffled vowel. Thus, the Tocharian A name of “arsi ype” translates as "a white 
country". The palatal pronunciation explains why the Chinese had omitted it in 
the transliteration of the ethnonym as /Ruzhi/ or /Rushi/, which on the other 
hand is very similar to the Indian “Rishika" - one of the hostile non-Indian tribes 
included in the Mahabharata, which George Rawlinson claims were typically 
thought to be the same tribes as with "the Tukharas", i.e. the Tocharians. Similarly, 
in Tocharian B “ruk, ruka”, means "bright, shining", which does not exclude the 
initial existence in the Tocharian language, or a later, but very ancient borrowing 
from Iranian of the root *”rauk’, meaning "shine; glitter; brightness", as well as 
the use of this word as a synonym of “arsi”.© 

Obviously the name the Yuezhi people used for themselves - Arsi, Arshi, 
Rushi has been preserved in an ethnic group of Pamir Tajiks, who live in the 
Upper Badakhshan region of Tajikistan, the Rushans. It is believed that the name 
Rushan, Rushans, or "Ruhen, Ruhni, Ruhyonen", according to their folk etymology 
meant "bright, white, shiny", and thy are the descendants of the ancient Rushi, 
Arsi or Tocharians who conquered Greco-Bactria. 

It can be seen that the native speakers of Tocharian B or West Tocharian in- 
habited the lands located on the southern and northern slopes of the Tien Shan 
Mountains. They may have been politically dependent on the Arsians (Yuezhi), 
or they may have been their related neighbors. 

During the relocation of the Arsians, a large group remained in the region of 
Agni (Karashar) and thus caused that linguistic unity to break apart. In the west- 
ernmost regions of Kashgar and the southern Khotan, Tumshuk, East Saka tribes 
mixed up with the Tocharian population, creating the two related East Iranian 
languages, Khotan-Saka and Tumshuk-Saka. 

With reference to Chinese records, it becomes clear that the Kasirs / Khazars 
lived north of Turpan, between Karashar, Urumqi and Hami, in the easternmost 
spurs of the Tien Shan Mountains, in the era preceding the rise and the expan- 
sion of Xiongnu. 

During the Western Han dynasty (late III - late I century BC), several tribes 
inhabited that territory and formed a federation. 

The most important of those was the Chéshi #fifi tribe or "the Kasirs". The 
next most important people has gone into historical records in several different 
ways: Pulu 7 (as recorded in Han Shu, or History of the Western Han Dynasty) 
and as Pulei 7#i#i and Beilu 4[, (in Hou Han Shu, or History of the Eastern Han

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Dynasty). Accordingly, the phonological reconstructions of the pronunciation in 
the different time periods are the following: 

a). According to Sergey Starostin (Starostin, Chch): 

1. Pulei #4 #1 - during the Han dynasty was pronounced as /pd-rwas/ (paru sh). 

2. An older version in Han Shu - Pulu [2 # - was pronounced as /pd-rauk/ 
(par uk) during the Western Han dynasty. 

3. Beilu 4 #¢ - during the Han dynasty was pronounced as /pe-rauk/ (per ‘uk). 

b). Acccording to Axel Schuessler: 

1. Pulei #4 #4 - during the Eastern Han dynasty was /ba-luis/. 

2. Pulu [M2 [# - during the Eastern Han dynasty was /ba-liuk/. 

3. Beilu 4 4¢ - during the East Han dynasty was /pie-liuk/. 

c). According to Baxter-Sagart: 

1. Pulei jj #4 - in medieval Chinese was pronounced as /bu-lwij/". 

2. Pulu ## [#2 - in medieval Chinese was /bu-ljuwk/. 

3. Beilu 4 [4 - in medieval Chinese was /pjie-ljuwk/. 

d). According to Thierry's method: 

1. Pulei # #4, /bok-leoi/ in Cantonese, /bii-loai/in Vietnamese, /bu-rui/ in Japa- 
nese and /po-ryu/in Korean. 

2. Pulu Jf (8, /bok-luk/ in Cantonese, /bii-luc/ in Vietnamese, /bu-roku/ in Japa- 
nese and /po-rjuk/ in Korean. 

3. Beilu 4 [2, /bei-luk/ in Cantonese, /bdy-luc/ in Vietnamese, /pi-rjuk/ in Ko- 
rean and /hi-roku/ in Japanese. 

e). And finally, according to the summarized data from the "Wictionary" re- 
lated to phonological reconstruction of the pronunciation of Chinese characters: 

1. Pulu fi 8, in early medieval Chinese was /buo-liuk/. 

2. Puléi fi #4, in early medieval Chinese was /buo-luih/. 

3. Béeilu 4 [ve, in early medieval Chinese was /pie-liuk/. 

It is clear that all three ancient names mentioned in Han Shu and Hou Han Shu 
refer to the same ethnonym, to the same people */park/, /bark/; */palk/, /oalk/, which 
is certainly very similar to Burg, Purk/ Bulg, Pulk. What is more, it did not disap- 
peared without a trace, but has been preserved in the name of the two great lakes 
in that region, Bagrash-Kul and Barkul. 

In addition to these names, Khotan-saka documents state that the ancient city 
of (kamtha) Phalayaka was located about 10 km north of Turfan, at the foot of 
the Tien Shan Mountains (Bogdoshan ridge), (Line 23: ... yirrumcind kamtha 
cqmaidd badaika nga kamtha, arginva bisa kamtha, ermva bisa kamtha, phalayaka 
kamtha, tturpqndé kamtha, bapqnd kamtha) (Titus, Part No. 100) 

This directly confirms the above-mentioned phonological reconstructions of 
the Chinese character incriptions. Respectively, the cities are Yirrumcjnd kamtha 
- Urumai, Camaidd badaikd - Kumul-balik, i.e. Hami, Arginva kamtha - Karashar, 
in this case Arsi (Yuezhi), Ermva kamtha - Erma corresponds to the village of 
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Gitchéng 144%, located 160 km north of Turfan, where there was a Buddhist 
monastery according to the Tibetan Annals of Hotan, Tturpgndé kamtha - Turfan, 
Bapana kamtha - a village with the Chinese name of Uban #€ +4 /wii-ban/, which 
during the Tang dynasty was pronounced as /miu-puan/", the village was located 
between Turfan and Karashar.*” 

In Uighur documents, the Khotan city name of Phalayakd was transliterated 
as Bilayuq. The Chinese later called the place Shiiipang. In the early Middle Ages 
there was a Nestorian Christian monastery there and in 1905 the German travel- 
ler Albert von Le Coq discovered parts of various Christian texts written in Sog- 
dian, Syrian, ancient Uighur and Pahlavi in the remains of that monastery. Most 
of these manuscripts date back from the ninth to the tenth centuries.® 

In other words, there is clear evidence that a name that sounds like /Bul9/, 
/Pulk/, was present in that area, and earlier Chinese sources from the Han dyn- 
asty, quite understandably from a phonological point of view used it as /Pulei/ 
and /Beilu/ Despite the fact that during the Han dynasty Pulei was situated much 
further east from Phalayakd, compared to where it was during the Tang dynasty, 
namely in the area of Lake Barkul, we can assume that it is not a matter of acci- 
dental coincidence of toponyms but the whole area from Turfan to Barkul was 
called Pulk / Bulk, and that the name was related to a people of the same name 
who inhabited that territory. 

Hou Han Shu provides interesting information about them. The kingdom of 
Pulei was said to be inhabited by nomadic pastoralists who raised mostly good 
breeds of horses, camels, sheep and other domestic animals. Agriculture was not 
well-developed but they grew wheat. They were skilled in fighting, they made 
good bows, they were very good warriors and nomadic pastoralists. The same 
information referred to the other tribes in the region. And they all had fair hair, 
i.e. they belonged to the European (Caucasian) race. 

Hou Han Shu reads that Pulei was originally a large kingdom (near Lake 
Barkul), but when the "Western Regions" were conquered by Xiongnu, Pulei's 
king insulted Shanyu. Enraged, Shanyu attacked Pulei and relocated more than

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6,000 people from the kingdom. The place where they were sent in exile was 
called Avu [iJ#,70 and it was located on the right (or western) outskirts of 
Xiongnu. That was why that kingdom was called Avu. To the south, at a distance 
of 90 days on horseback, lived the people of the Rear Cheshi. It was said that 
(some) of the poor, unfortunate people fled to the mountain valleys, where they 
settled and established a kingdom (Pulei).”! The scale of those forced migrations 
was probably much larger than the data included in Chinese source. 

After the Western Han Empire imposed their control over these areas, it di- 
vided the Pulei dominion into two parts, Front Pulei or Western Pulei - with mod- 
ern Urumgi being the centre of that part, and Rear Pulei or Eastern Pilei - with the 
shores of Lake Barkul being in the centre of that part. Similarly, the other terri- 
torial possessions were also divided into front or western and rear or eastern. 
Front Beilu was located near the modern Fukang district of Xinjiang, and Rear 
Beilu was located in the Panqulei Valley #?R44. 

In the III century AD, the two estates of Beilu and Pulei were annexed to the 
Rear Cheshi. The Cheshi themselves existed until 487 AD, when they were con- 
quered by the Proto-Uighurs (Gaoche) jj #, and the Kasirs (Khazars) emigrated 
to the neighboring kingdom of Agni (Karashar). 

Comparing what is known from Chinese sources with data from Armenian 
and Syrian sources, an interesting coincidence emerges: 

The Bulgarians and the Khazars came from Mount Imeon, respectively the Balk 
/ Bulg / Pulk (Pulei / Bielu) people or Bulgarians and Pugurs were part of the Kasi / 
Kasirs (Cheshi-Kucha) community that lived around Tian Shan Mountains - the 
main mountain range of Imeon Mountains, and Khazirig was the older brother. 
Kasi / Kasirs were respectively the larger community, while Balk (Bulgarians) were 
only part of it. In Syrian sources we have clear evidence that the name Bulgarians 
was equal to burgars / pugurs.

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In 165 BC, the majority of the Arsian - Tocharian people left Gansu and, led by the 
ruling Ungunduri clan, crossed the Turfan Depression and moved along the 
northern slopes of the Tien Shan Mountains, to the west. 

That massive migration passed through the lands of the Kasiri (Cheshi) and 
Bulgi / Puguri (Pulei / Beilu) peoples, or Khazars and Bulgars, and caused many of 
the locals to merge with the migration wave and leave with them. 

Thus, by the end of the I century BC, Bulgars (Pugurs) and Khazars had already 
emerged in the Caucasus. And then, during the first half of the I century AD, 
Vund with his Bulgarians moved to Armenia. When the Western Han Empire 
subjugated the East Tien Shan region (II - I centuries BC), they found an almost 
depopulated area, and the Cheshi, Pulei and Beilu were only small settlements 
with several thousand inhabitants each. 

That migration has also been evidenced by historical sources. A Chinese text, 
found in Dunhuang region states that the kingdom of Yanqi (Agni), located be- 
tween Turfan and Kucha, was founded by the Yuezhi.”? In Xitian Lujin or Western 
Way (Dunhuang document S. 383) it is said that Yangi (Karashar) were also called 
Yuezhi. More precisely, in Xitian Lujing (the Dunhuang document, p. 383, from 
the beginning of the Song Dynasty (960-1127 AD) it is written that "It only takes 
a day to get to Gaochang ia) on the west (Gaochang is Chinese military colony 
established during the Han Empire, near modern-day Turfan). Also, after a jour- 
ney of 1000 li #1 (about 500 km) you arrive in the state of Yuezhi A Fc. Another 
1000 li from there is the state of the Kicheé/#i #, also called Guizi 442%”. 

Here Yuezhi  K certainly means Yanqi *3@ or Karashar, not the kingdom of 
the Kushans in Central Asia, which is much further away, and along a line from 
the east to the west it is situated after Kucha Ji #, not before it.” 

The Sogdian document Naf-namak provides confirmation of the information 
from the Chinese source, stating that the population of the Yanqi (Karashar) was 
called 'rkcyk, i.e. Yuezhi 4 FC = ‘rkcyk (Arsi, Arshi or Rushi). 

Thus, it is already clear that during their migration to the northwest, part of 
the Arsians remained in the area of the Eastern Tien Shan Mountains, near Lake 
Bagrashkul (Bosten-hu) and gave rise to the state of Agni or Yanqi (Karashar). 
This is also proven by toponymy. For example, in the Sogdian source Naf-namak 
or Book of the Nations, the name /tyw'r'k/ refers to the people living in the region 
of the Oks (Amu Darya) river, apparently residents of Tocharistan or the lands 
of the Kushan state. Whereas the name /‘rkcyh/, is used for the people living im- 
mediately beyond Kashgar, Khotan and Kucha, i.e. the inhabitants of Karashar 
or Yanqi (in Chinese sources), who were speakers of the Tocharian language A 
(arsi kantwo). Naf-namak was written around 800 AD in Turfan. Now it is pre- 
served and kept in Berlin.” In Khotan-saka sources, the name of Karashar ap- 
pears as Argina, whereas in Manichean Middle Persian texts it is Ark.”

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So, the way the Bulgars and Khazars passed, from the mountain gorges be- 
yond Mount Imeon to the Caucasus was much longer and more complex than it 
was thought to be among historical scientists of XIX and early XX centuries. This 
has been my own hypothesis, which I tried to present to the readers as briefly as 
possible, in a concise form, unbiasedly analyzing available sources. 

I would like to note that yet another similar idea can be found in the Bulgar- 
ian historical literature, and in the historical literature in general. The first ama- 
teur historian, Dimitar Susalov - a lawyer by profession, came to the conclusion 
that the ancestors of the ancient Bulgarians lived between Bagrashkul and Barkul, 
after getting acquainted with the work of the Dutch sinologist De Groot Die Hun- 
nen der vorchristlichen Zait (The Huns of Pre-Christian Times), and presented his 
idea in his book The Road to Bulgaria, published in 1936. He directly interpreted 
the name of Barkul to convey the meaning of "Bulgarian Lake" and the Barkultag 
mountains (the easternmost ridge of the Tien Shan Mountains) running south of 
it - as "Bulgarian Mountains".” 

Yet, under the strong influence of the theory of the Hunnic origin of the Bul- 
garians, widely accepted in the historic science of that time, and due to the scar- 
city of information about the ancient history of that region, he came to the wrong 
conclusion that that population was located between Bagrashkul and Barkul, as 
their initial origin was believed to be Hunnic, i.e. part of the Xiongnu tribes, so 
he connected them with Attila's Huns, who later appeared in Europe. Today, 
though, the direct connection between Xiongnu and the Huns of Attila has been 
seriously challenged! 

In other words, D. Susalov laid the foundations of the Tocharian theory of 
the origin of the Bulgarian ethnonym, without realizing that it was a completely 
different people, who had nothing in common with Xiongnu: on the contrary, 
they were directly affected by the expansion of Xiongnu! 
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
